"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  April  4,  1936,  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
March  27: 

Weather  conditions  have  been  a  little  more  variable  than  last  week, 
but  on  the  whole  have  again  been  favourable.    Preparation  of  land 
and  sowing  have  been  effected  this  year  earlier  than  usual,  which  is 
very  natural  in  view  of  the  fact  that  weather  conditions,  almost 
without  interruption  for  the  last  three  months,  have  been  very 
satisfactory.     Germinations  reported  as  very  good  everywhere  and  the 
state  of  the  young  plants  is  nearly  everywhere  satisfactory.
